END OF THE SECOXD BATTLE FOR A FREE 
BALLOT-BOX IN THE PRESENT CONGRESS. 
Spectal Disputch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuiworon, D. C., May 31..—At ten minutes 
before 6 o’clock this afternoon Samuel Dibpie, 
Esq., of Orangeburg County, Soyth Carolina, be- 
gan the delivery of his farewell adaress in the 
House. Mr. Dibble is not an imposimg figure. 
His countenance is against him. He spoke with 
great deliberation, and evidently with much 
feeling. All last week Mr. Dibble, conscious that 
the uuited Democratic party in the House would 
stand solidly by bim and the balidt-box stuffers of 
the Second Congressional Distriet ot South Caro- 
lina, was comparatively happy. When Monday 
morning dawned, and be discovered that the ma- 
jority of the House was about tq; assert its rights 
to control the business of the House he begun 
to grow fidgety, and since that his life has 
not been a happy one.

in the pending case. Atherton was frequentiy 
interrupted when be made assertions that fairly 
astounded men who had read the record of 
case, and he was compelled on the spot to take 
back many of the things which he said. He 
was followed by 

RANNEY, OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
who brought to Washington the reputation of 
being one of the ablest lawyers at the Massa- 
chusetts bar, a reputation which be splendid 
maintained today. He set out to estabi 
two propositions—first, that on the returns of 
the Democratic precinct managers er was 
— and honestly elected by a majoMty of 
nearly 1,000, and, second, that the allegations as 
to the falsification or alteration of the testi- 
mony by Mackey, so far as such alterations 
affected any material point in the case, were ab- 
solutely false and unfounded. r. Ranney did 
not rely on assertions, but be proved every 
proposition that he laid down. He had been 
carefully over the manuscript report of the tes- 
timony and picked out every page upon Which 
any alterations appeared. He showed e 
aiteration made had been by agreement between 
opposing counsel, and in their presence, and be 
furtner showed there was no aiteration which 
would in any degree add to or detract from the 
material force of the testimony as originally 
written by the stenographer. 

FOR EXAMPLE, 
the name of Joseph Spratt Jr. had been changed 
to Joseph Sprott Jr., which was his real name. 
In another piace private house had been al- 
tered to “outhouse.” In another place 
“around” bad been erased and “armed” sub- 
stituted, a change which the context showed 
was necessary in order to preserve the 
sense of the testimony. Mr. Moulton 
of Illinois, another Democratic member ot 
the Elections Committee, made a long 
speech devoted mainly to the support of the 
proposition tnat the contest abated on the death 
of O'Connor, and that Dibble, who had managed 
to secure 7,000 votes at a so-called special elec- 
tion, calied by the Governor to fill a vacancy 
which did not exist, could not be turned out of 
bis seat, no matter whether Mackey was elected 
or not. Mr. Moulton also rebasbed the allega- 
tions of fraud and forgery in the testimony, but 
there was nothing new to that branch of the 
subject. 
JONES, OF TEXAS, 

the Greenback member of the Elections Com- 
mittee, made a capital speech, which was re- 
ceived with great attention by both sides of the 
House. Jones is a tall, -d „ awkward 
man, with iron-gray hair, and is about 60 years 
old. He taiks with great deliberation until be 
gets excited, and then bis sentences end ina 
scream. He was id dead earnest today in favor 
of a free ballot and a fair count. He is an ex- 
celient lawyer, and he analyzed the election in 
the Second South Carolina District as keenly as 
it was ever done, thoroughly exposing the tre- 
mencous frauds by which an honest Republican 
majority of 10,000 was converted into a false and 
fraudulent Democratic majority of 5.000. 

MR. EVANS, OF SOUTH CAROLINA, 
defended the honor of his ‘State, accusing 
Mackey of being a forger, and declaring that 
such a thing as a fraudulent election bas never 
been known in South Carolina since the Bour- 
bons regained the ascendency. This was not a 
huge joke that Evaus was induigi in. He 
evidently sincerely believed in everything that 
be said. Calkins closed the debate in a ten- 
minute speech, which was loudly applauded on 
the Republican side. Some of his period aroused 
the enthusiasm of the Republicans, who cheered 
again and again, and then Mr. Springer could 
contain himself no longer, having been quiet all 
day,and be jumped up and began to scream 
some sort of defiance, and cast the word“ False- 
hood!“ in the teeth of the Indiana statesman. 
The Speaker vainly rapped for order. The 
whole Democratic side was in a tumult, and 
Robinson, of Massachusetts, sprang to bis feet, 
and demanded that the remarks of Mr. Springer 
should be omitted from the Record. His, of 
Texas, then came dancing duwn to the 
front, and, with both arms swinging, 
poured out a volley of expletives which 
nobody could hear. the seats were filled 
with excited members on both eides, and it was 
ten minutes before order was restored.

A Fatality in a Mining Shaft Near 
Galena, III.

GALENA, III., May 31.—A terrible accident oc- 
curred at the Peru zine mines near this city 
about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, resulting 
in the instant death of George Young, of this 
city.

Forty Thousand Men Thrown Out 
of Employment by This 
Action.

Forty Thousand Ironworkers Thrown 
Out of Situations. 
Special Dispatrh to The Chicago Tribune. 

Prirrssura, Pa., May 31.—At 12 o'clock tonight 
the iron mills of Pittsburg and vicinity, of t 
Shenago valley, in Pennsylvania, and of the 
Mahoning Valley in Ohio, and of Wheeling and 
vicinity in West Virgiina, shut down for a long 
fight with the Amalgamated Association on the 
question ot wages. The agsociation demands an 
advance of 50 cents per ton for bailing, and cer- 
tain advances fur other classes of work, and the 
manufacturers of mills west of the Allegheny 
Mountains say they cannot grant the increase, 
and will not graut it. About 18,000 men in Pitts- 
burt and vicinity will thus be thrown out of em- 
ployment, and in the entire country mentioned 
probably 4,000 persons will de left 
without work tomorrow. The increase 
demanded by the workingmen would 
entail au additional expense of $1,000,000 per 
year on the iron manufacturers of Weatern 
Pennsylvania and Bastern Ohio alone. ut 
while there are many predictions of a fierce 
and bitter struggle between capital and labor, 
the conservative element do not really believe 
it will be near as bad as the manufacturers 
would like the public to believe, The Pittsburg 
iron-mills haye been running for months to 
their utmost capacity, and in many works re- 
pairs are absolutely necessary. The iron 
market is dull now. and a general suspension 
must necessarily reduce the production, and a 
stiffer market will be the result. Thus, while 
the idleness will beget a firmer market, it 
will also enable the menufacturers to make 
repairs which they are bound to make soon 
even if iron sbould sell at twice the present 
price. Thus far five firms have signed the new 
scale in which the increase is demanded. These 
are Carnegie Bros. & Co., of Pittsburg, who em- 
ploy 1,000 men; the Union lron Company, of 
Cleveland, whe employ probably 400 men; the 
Whittaker Iron Companyy of Wheeling, who 
employ 300 men; and Singer, Nimick & Co. and 
Hussey, Howe & Co., two Pittsburg steel firms. 
The new scale does not affect the steel manu- 
facturers seriously, and the iron manufacturers 
expected all the steel men to grant the increase, 
but they did not expect the other three con- 
cerns to sign the scaics. Indeed, they declared 
that all the mills west of the Allegheny Mount- 
ains would refuse to sign, The workmen consider 
the action of these firms as having really broken 
the strike. The Cajcage workingmen are not 
heartily in favor of the demand for un increase, 
and waut ul) workingmen west of the Alleghenies 
and a committee representing all mauutactur- 
ers of the same district to have a conference. In 
deference to their feelings, President Jarrett, of 
the Amaigamated Association, today tele 
graphed the Chicago iron- workers to continue at 
work at t prices for two weeks, unt 
these questions are settled. The strike, there- 
fore, will not inelude the milis of that section. 
The Cincinpati boilers are disposed to break the 
agrecmens of association with the Porko- 
polis manufacturers made some months ago, 
but President Jarrett has notified them they 
will not be entitled to benefits if they do, and 
probably the Cincinnati milis will also continue 
running. The suspeusion will thus be the most 
general in this immediate vicinity. 


The tLrenworkere—Jarrett Orders a 
Truce for Two Weeks, Pending Ne- 
gotiations—The Men, with the Excep-

Everything was quiet yesterday at South Chi- 
cago and Irondale. Preparations bad been 
made on the side of both the men and the com- 
pany for a general cessation of work today.

Mr. Williams stated that the men were rather 
disappointed over the result.

u The reasons of this scale of $6.25 per ton 
instead of the Pittsburg scale of $6 were these: 
lo these mills the furnaces stood four togetner, 
instead of standing singly, as at Pittsburg. This 
intensified the heat, and made the. work more 
trying. The average day's work at Pittsburg 
was nine hours, and here it was nearly twelve. 
For these reasons the scale of the Fourth Die- 
trict was 26 cents more than the 10 per cent in- 
crease demanded, ana in the future negotiations 
it would be insisted upon by the workingmvwn. 

Notwithstanding the statements of the men, it 
is without doubt very fortunate that the strike 
is delayed, with the prospect of an indefinit 
postponement. Many of the stores in lrondaie 
and South Chica depend entirely upon the 
custom of the mili-hands. In the event of a 
strike they announce their intention of shutting 
up, and the storek rs in general announce 
that they wili give nocredit.

The actien of the 
Legislature iu passing the Pond law, it now ap- 
pour, can be construed as in entire barmony 
with the Cleveland piatform, except that it was 
the representatives of the people instead of the 
people themselves who undertook to settle the 
liquor quesuon, But that they fairly repre- 
sented feeling of their constituncies is shown 
by the fact that every county convention beld 
has indorsed the Pond law. re- 
rore, for the party to do, say its leaders, ut 
into their platform a tewwperance plank simlilar 
to that adepted by the Cleveland Convention, 
with an expression of belief that the antici- 
patory actionjof the State Legisiature on this 
question wasin harmony with the sentiment of 
the people, and will be confirmed when the ques-

MONMOUTH, III., May 31.—Last night’s session 
of the United Presbyterian General Assembly 
was prolonged until near II o’clock, and a final 
vote was taken on the amendment to the first 
resolution of the majority report of the Com- 
mittee on Overtures. This amendment dcciares 
the overture on instrumental music carried in 
the presbyteries by a clear constitutional ma- 
jority of 620% for and 612% against. The vote 
last night was: Ministers—Yeas, 74; nays, 43; 
elders—yeas, 51; nays, 47—125 for and 98 against 
the amendment. 

This morning’s session was occupied with a 
warm discussion of the merits of the overture on 
an amendment offered by Dr. Brown. In sub- 
stance it declares that on account of the close 
vote in the presbyteries, and for other reasons, 
the assembly refuses to pass the overture. Dr. 
J. G. Carson, of the Theological Seminary of 
Xenia, O., who is an active iobby member and 
foremost in opposition to the instrumental 
music overture, is credited with being the 
author of the amendment. Dr. Brown, who is 
the next oldest minister on the floor, bad his 
ten minutes’ limit extended. He never exvected 
to appear again in the assembly. The happiest 
day of his life had been when the union between 
the two churches was completed in Pittsburg. 
If the overture should carry, this day woulfl be 
the saddest of his life. The speaker thought 
that this law against instrumental music was

and should have the bevefit of the doubt. He 

and others doubted its repeal by a clear consti- 

tutional majority by tne presbyteries. Some 
victories were more disastrous than defeats. 

The effect of the repeal would be to open the

ism and Protestantism. Dr. Kerr had called ita 
tile thing.

The report was concurred in, and the lay dele- 
gatee—A. 8. Pack, R. 8. Worthington, and T. 8. 
Rattle—were admitted to seats. 

TREASURER’S REPORT. 

Mr. C. R. Larrabee, the Treasurer, submitted 
his report, which contained the followmg: Dio- 
cesan fund—Recelpts, including balance ($1,524) 
last year, $7,380; expenditures, $5,617; balance, 
$1,763. Diocesan miss pts, including

RIGHTS OF MAJORITIES AND MINORI- 
TIES. 


There is unquestionably great confusion in 
many minds touching the relative powers 
and duties as well as rights and privileges of 
majorities and of minorities in public bodies, 
and particularly in legislative assemblies. 
The terms powers,“ duties,“ “rights,” 
and privileges are used often as equiva 
lent terms when in faet they properly refer 
to different things. 

The recent proceedings in the House of 
Representatives at Washington have elicited 
much wild talk and speculation on this sub- 
ject, and the exercise of a certain degree of 
authority by the majority has led some mem- 
bers of the minority to threaten forcible re- 
sistance. In the discussion there has oc- 
curred a jumble of terms which serves to 
confuse the simple questions at issue. 

The Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that a certain number of Representa- 
tives, to be fixed by law. shall constitute the 
House of Representatives; it-provides for an 
apportionment of this whole number among 
the several States; it prescribes what shall 
be the qualifications of these members, and 
the qualifications of the voters by whom they 
are to be elected. It confers upon Congress 
the power by law to establish certain regula- 
tions on the subject of elections, and makes 
the House the exclusive judge of the elec- 
tion of itsown members, Upon the House 
it confers the power to elect its own officers, 
and to establish the rules for the government 
of its own proceedings. 

From the earliest history of the House 
there have been cases of disputed elections. 
The State authorities certify to the House 
the names of the persons declared to be 
elected, but other persons, claiming to have 
been elected, have presented petitions to that 
effect. The practice has been to refer these 
petitions to a committee, by whom the facts 
have been investigated, and upon their re- 


port the House has voted confirming the sit- 


ting member, or admitting the contesting 
member, or excluding both. 

During the six years the Democratic party 
was in a majority in the House the practice 
was adopted of taking no action whatever 
on any contest preferred by any Repub- 
lican from any district in the BSoutli- 
ern States, except possibly durmg tho 
last twenty-four hours of the Congress. At 
the present session some six of more persons 
clalining to have been elected, and claim- 
ing to have been fraudulently deprived of 
certificates of election, and askme to be 
given the seats from which they had been 
dishonestly excluded, have filed their me- 
morials. These claims were examined and 
reported on to the House. But the Demo- 
crats, though in a minority, insisted that no 
action should be taken on these cases; and 
when the first case was called they refused 
to vote, left the hall, and the Llouse found it- 
self without a quorum and unable to take any 


action. It took a week before the Repub- 


lican absentees could be recalled, and finally 
a quorum was obtainec. The first action 


taken was to report a rule limiting the num- 
ber of dilatory motions which can be made 
before coming to a direct vote on the pend- 


ing proposition before the House, Finally, 


when the Democrats made the accustomed 
motion to adjourn, the Speaker ruled it out 


of order, and an appeal was laid on the table. 
In other words, the majqyity of the House, 


being itself a quorum, had obtained and ex- 


ercised the control of its own proceedings.

Among the “rights” of members is that of 
debating any proposition „ This right 
is subject to any which the ma- 
jority may impose on it, It may limit the 


time during which each member may speak, . 


the number of times he may speak, and it 
may fix an hour on which all debate on any 
particular measure shall cease. Restrictions 
of this kind have been in force for half a 


century. If so disposed the majority can 


summarily call the previous question, sup- 
pressing further debate or even moons to 
amend. The “rights,” therefore, of debate 
are held subject to the order of the House, 
and the House is the majority of a quorum. 
The Constitution provides that the yeas and 
nays shall be called on the demand of one- 
fifth of the members present, but that it shall 
require a vote of two-thirds to expel] a mem- 
ber. These are provisions which the House 
cannot change or set aside, pot having been 
created by the House itself. 

In considering the question of the rights of 
minorities many persons are apt te overlook 
the fact that majorities also have some rigtus 
which are essential to the maintenance of 
the Government. Among the rights of the 
majority is the right of each House of Con- 
gress to determine the rules of its proceed- 
ings.” This is something which the Consti- 
tution expressly declares does not belong to 
the minority of the House. The Constitution 
nowhere recognizes any “rights” of the 
minority“; it dees not recognize a minority 
at all exeept that one-fifth of the members 
present may demand a call of tho yeas and 
nays. All the powers of the House are to be 
exercised by the House,” which is defined 
to be a majority of a quorum, and a quorum 
is defined to be a majority of all the members- 
elect. 

The noise, threats, and wild talking of: Mr. 
Springer were silly in the extreme. All the 
House of Representatives undertook to do 
was to act on the report of the Committee on 
Elections in the case of Mackey and Dibble, 
both claiming to be elected from the same 
district in South Carolina. 

In this case it must always be understood 
that the “minority” of the House did not 
filibuster because the right“ to debate was 
denied to them, or becanse the question be- 
fore the House was of questionable author- 
ity. The question pending was the right of 
a member to a seat to which he had been 
elected, and on this the fullest debate was 
permitted and invited. 

MACKEY TAKES HIS SEAT, 

After a continuous session of eight hours 
the House of Representatives last night 
adopted the following resolutions: 


Resvlved. That the Hon. Samuel Dibble is not 
entitled to hoid the seat now occupied by him in 
this House as a Representative trom the Second 
District of South Carolina in the Forty-seveutn 


Congress. 

Resolved, That the Hon. E. W. M. Mackey was 
duly elected as a Representative from the Sec- 
ond Congressionai District of South Carolina in 
the Forty-seventh Congress, and is entitled to a 
seat in this House. 

The vote on the adoption of these resolu- 
tion was—yeas, 150; nays, 3. The Democrats, 
with three exceptions, refrained from voting, 

In the debate which preceded the final vote 
Mr. Kanney, a distinguished lawyer of Bos- 
ton, reviewed at considerable length and 
completely demolished the allegations of 
forgery in the testimony. He quoted from 
the manuscript sheets the materia) changes 
which Mackey is said to have made. They 
were not alterations, but eorrections, It ap- 
pears that Mackey had corrected proper 
names; he had substituted for “the Repub- 
lican Congressman ” “the Republican can- 
didate for Congress.” He had made “ pri- 
vate house read “outhouse,” He had also 
stricken out a few repetitions, as when the 
words of,“ “some,” or from“ were used 
twice in suceession, These and these only 
were the interlineations, changes. and cor- 
ruptions that Mackey had made. Mr. Ran- 
ney made this statement on his personal 
honor, and he challenged the other side to 
produce g@vidence of other changes, or to 
make specific allegations as to any one, or 
two, or more depositions. The Democrats 
have never done this. They have merely 
thrown out a drag-net allegation of fraud on 
the unsupported testimony of a copyist whois 
himself compelled to make oath that his own 
testfmony is correctly reported. 

Ranney made the point that the original 
testimony in this case was still in the posses- 
sion of the shorthand writer, and consisted of 
the stenographie notes written byhim. Un- 
less the contestee could produce evidence that 
the testimony as printed and put before the 
committee did not compare accurately with 
those notes, the presumption was that it did, 
The contestant had very materially strength- 
ened this presumption by producing the 
sworn statement of the stenographer that he 
had made such a comparison as to the four- 
teen witnesses upon whom the committee 
relied to establish the case, and that their 
testimony was correctly copied and printed. 
The Democrats produced no rebutting evi- 
dence as to those depositions, or any other, 
but merely raised a general how! of fraud!“ 
not sustained by a single specific allegation. 

The Democrats who attempted to defend 
the right of the sitting member to his seat 
pettifogged the case in an astounding manner, 
It their speeches and arguments were char- 
acterized in fitting terms some partisan 
sympathy might be excited on their behalf, 
Itis better, therefore, to refer Democrats 
who may be interested in the case to the 
Congressional Record for further informa- 
tion. They will find the speeches of Davis of 
Missouri, Atherton of Ohio, Moulton of 
lllinois, and Dibble of South Carolina, who 
made the principal arguments for the de- 
fense, did not once touch or pretend to go 
into the merits of the case. They carefully 
avoided doing so. Their speeches related 
only to the alleged falsification of evidence, 
of which they furnished no proof and no 
specific allegation, They have made a 
technical defense all the way through. They 
demurred to the jurisdiction of thegUommit- 
tee on Elections; they made a plea in abate- 
ment; they refused to have Dibble 
file a brief, and then complained because 
he had no brief on file; they asked for 
delays and eontinuances of every possible 
description, for the sole purpose of postpon- 


The Constitution declares that a majority 
of all the members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, and se far 
as the Constitution is concerned itis not at 
all necessary that any moe than a majority 
of all the members-elect should be present 
and participate in the proceedings of the 
House, Every member has the right to be 
present if he think proper, and his presence 
can be enforced if thought expedient, But 
the minority, being less than a quorum, have 
no rights asabody. Individually each mem- 
ber of the House, whether he classes him- 
self as part of the majority or minority, has 
equal rights, powers, and privileges; but the 
majority of a quorum is the House, and alone 
has any autnority as a body. 

It is said that among the rules of the House 
is one which provides that the rules shall not 
be amended or changed except by the con- 
currence of two-thirds of the members. This 
rule exists of necessity by the ntof the 
majority, The House,“ and that by the Con- 
stitution is a majority of all the members- 
elect, cannot surrender its control of its own 
proceedings. The “House” is a constitu- 
Uonal body and must always exist. I+ cannot

ing action. Finally, they trumped up this 
lying, hypocritical, and absurd charge of 
forgery to give the Democrats a pretext to 
filiouster and intimidate the majority.

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FAILURE OF THE OHIO LIQUOR LAW, 
In declaring the Pond Liquor law uncon- 
stitutional the Supreme Court of Ohio has 
found itself constrained to set aside the best 
temperance measure ever devised. The Pond 
law assessed a graded tax on saloonkeepers 
from $100 to $300 a year, and imposed certain 
obligations under bond which were impor- 
tant to the interests of good order and the 
suppression of the sale of liquor to minors. 
A similar law in Michigan has served to re- 
duce materially the number of saloons, the 
tent of drunkenness, and the pernicious 
results of saloon influences, The Pond law 
would have provided the Ohio cities with a 
large revenue, and at the same time would 
have served as an auxiliary police regula- 
tion, There was reason to expect the most 
gratifying results from its operation. 

The decision of the Supreme Court deny- 
ing the constitutienality of this law is to be 
regretted, but it cannot be condemned fair- 
ly. The Constitution of the State provides 
that “no license in intoxicating liquors shall 
be granted in this State.“ The Supreme 
Court has held that the Pond law is nothing 
more nor less than a license law, and it 
would be extremely difficult to divest it of 
that character. It is undoubtedly a law 
which grants a privilege or license in con- 
sideration of a certain tax and other obliga- 
tions assumed Dy the saloonkeepers. To that 
extent it is a violation of the letter of the 
Constitution, and thus fails. 

In this instamee, as in many others, the 
Prohibition influence has been the means of 
defeating a practical temperance measure, 
It was the Prohibitionists who procured the 
insertion of the no-license clause in the Ohio 
Constitution. It was an absurd expedient as 
far as it was designed to prevent the sale and 
consumption of liquor. Previous to that time 
the Prohibitionists had been accustomed to 
seelng liquor sold under lieense, and they 
seem to have jamped to the conclusion that 
it could not be sold without license. By this 
means the State divested itself and its subor- 
dinate corporations af the power to exact 
from the saloonkeepers a revenue in propor- 
tion to the damage they inflict upon the com- 
munity, and also the right to regulate the 
liquor traffic under penalty of forfeiting the 
privilege of continuing in the liquor-selling 
business, The prohibition of licenses, how- 
ever, did not prohibit the selling of liquor, 
which since that time has been free to all 
without restrafnt and without compensation 
to the public. The extremists, as usual, 
overreached themselves, but it has not be- 
come apparent how much injury they had 
done the State until now, when it is found 
that the State is powerless to enforce an ex- 
cellent revenue and temperance measure. 

In fiew of the position taken by the Su- 
preme Court, it is evident that the Republic- 
ans proceeded too hastily in adopting the 
Pond law. They should undoubtedly have fol- 
lowed the course suggested by the last State 
Convention of the Republicans—viz.: to sub- 
witto the people the whole question of regu- 
lating the liquor trafic. A constitutional 
amendment was introduced into the Legisla- 
ture with this view, placing the control of 
the liquor business, whether for taxation, 
regulation, or suppression, in the hands of 
the Legislature; but this proposed amend- 
ment was set aside to make room for the 
Pond bill. The principle of the Pond bill is 
all right: the trouble is, that, in view of the 
prohibition clause in the Constitution, the 
Legislature had not the authority to adopt 
jit, and should have first asked this authority 
from the people. This is the course which 
will now be taken iu all probability, but in the 


meantime a delay of several years has been’ 


interposed in the fual settlement of a vexa- 
tious question. 

It seems to be widely believed that the pas- 
sage of the Pond law has arrayed the liquor 
interests against the Republicans, while its 
failure in the courts will render the temper- 
ance classes lukewarm in the coming cain- 
paign. Thatis the Democratic view of the 
situation. It is probable that the masses will 
take amore intelkgent view of the matter, 
and credit the Republican party with an hon- 
est effort to secure an effective temperance 
(not prohibition) measure at the earliest date 
possible. But if the Republican chances of 
success in the approaching election shall 
prove to have been impaired by the incidents 
in the passage and subsequent failure of the 
Pond law, then the Republicans will have 
more reason than ever for cursing the stu- 
piditRand perversity of the Prohivitionists, 
whose mission in life seems to be to create a 
disturbance in politics and to impede the 
progress of genuine temperance reform.

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ANOTHER NEW MEDICAL THEORY. 

New theories in medicine are crowding 
each other rapidly, especially as to causes of 
disease. If remedies kept equal pace it would 
seem that we might soon return without 
much difficulty to the longevity of the days of 
Methuselah. The latest theory is developed 
by a New York physician, and shows that 
the eyes may be the origin of diseases, The 
details of the particular case treated by him 
are found in the New York Times of a re- 
cent date. The patient had been a sufferer 
from boyhood with maladies that defied 
medical skill, though he had been treated by 
such physicians as Drs, Seguin, Beard, Ham- 
mond, and Agnew. He was afflicted with 
neryous prostration, vertigo, catarrh, and in- 
digestion, and at last had become a con- 
firmed invalid ana kept his bed the larger 
part of his time. He at last hopelesly con- 
sulted the physician in question, who, after a 
long examination, reported to him that his 
eyes were responsible for his troubles and 
that there was a lack of coördination between 
the right and left eye in addition to other 
defects of vision, After medical treatment 
and the use of glasses adapted to the eyes 
the patient recovered, and for more than a 
year has been a comparatively well man. 
Other cases are cited, among them that of a 
child who was earried to the Doctor com- 
pletely broken down in health from defective 
nutrition and irritability of the nervous sys- 
tem, and a little girl who was suffering from 
nervous spasins, and each case was cured by 
the application of suitable glasses to the eyes. 
Out of 150 cases in which the physical dis- 
turbance was traced to errors of refraction 
in the eye there Were several of neuralgia, 
epilepsy, hysteria, gastric, and even kiduey 
and spinal troubles. 

The Professor in question, whose name is 
not given by the Times, observed this rela- 
tion of the eye to diseases of the nervous 
system early in his practice, and at once 
commenced making an analysis and record 
of every case of nervous trouble that came 
under his observation. He pursued this plan 
for several years before making any publie 
unnouncement of his views. In the course 
ot his observations he discovered a new 
source of trritation ot the eve hitherto un- 
noticed, which is described as follows: 


The eye (according to a paper read by him be- 
fore the last international Medical Congress in 
Loudon) is subject to a source of irritation aris- 
ing from want of in the action of tne 
muscles controll its movements.

The 
discevery is at least a curiqus one, and, if 
correct, argues how much there is yet un- 
known to science in these human bodies of 
ours, Medicine has hjtherto proceeded upon 
the hypothesis that ocular disorders are oc- 
casioned by nervous troubles in other parts 
of the system, whereas, if the new theory be 
correct, practice has commenced at the wrong 
end and reversed the causes. Ihe new theory 
is certainly easily demonstrable, as it involves 
only the cutting of a muscle or the use of the 
proper kind of glasses, and with the lin- 
mense number of patients in every com- 
munity, especially of the gentler sex, suffer- 
ing with nervous disorders, there ought to be 
no difficulty in finding eases to operate upon.

At last Gen, Logan has an opportunity to 
retort to Gen. Grant’s attempt to boss him, 
and he is quick to avail himself of it; he 
strikes terrible blows. He does not strike 
Gen. Grant but he crushes the man whose 
cause Gen. Grant has espoused. 

There never was a more palpable exhibi- 
tion of a design to exercise the preregative 
of a chief boss than that of Gen. Grant’s 
letter in the Fitz John Porter case. Gen. 
Grant and Gen. Logan were warm political 
friends, Gen. Logan had lately served Gen. 
Grant with great ebility and stubborn 
fidelity, In the course of his official duties 
it became necessary for Gen. Logan to take 
a position on the Fitz John Porter case, and 
he became the central figure in the Senate 
in opposition to the reinstatement of that 
whining traitor. His great speech on the 
subject placed him at the head of the oppo-

CATTLE-TRANSPORTATION. 


New Cars by Which Live Stock Are Con- 
veyed Comiortably aud Expeditiously 
from Chicago te New Nork—- The Ani- 
mais Well Fed and Stalled, and 
Landed in Good Condition. 

New York Heraid, May 30. 

Since the publication in the Herald on April 
30 of the article on live-stock transportation, 
which, it will be remembered, advocated a rad- 
ical change in the present barbarous method 
of transportimgcattie,” as Bishop Clarkson. of 
Nebraska, termed it, vigorous and effective 
steps have been taken toward the introduction 
of such cars as were suggested in that article. A 
train of cars iu which the animals are separated 
from each other and the necessity for landing 
for feeding purposes is done away with, and 
which can be run at the same speed as passen- 
ger-cars, bas beén run from Chicago to New 
York. The train arrived here at tea minutes to 
12 o'clock on Sunday night. 

The cars are each forty feet long, inside meas- 
urement, or ten feet longer than the ordinary 
cattie-car. Each one contains sixteen staiis, 
eizht of which face to one side and eight to the 
other. These stalis are two and one-half feet in 
width, cight and one-half feet in length, and 
seven and one-third feet high, allowing ample 
room for the largest steer to lie down on and 
rise from at wili his comfortable dried sand bed 
of an inch and a half’s thickness. They are 
separated by gates, which are cushioned, with 
spring fastenings, against which the animal can 
lean without being bruised by the motion of the 
train, and relatively with almost as much 
ease and comfort as a passenger enjoys in the 
cushion back seat of a passenger coach. For 
abuut one-sixth of the width of the car the gates 
are permanent and extend from tile floor to the 
ceiling, bus for the remainder of their iength 
fold upward into the rigid section, thus making 
a free pussage for the cattle to pass out of or 
into the cars, The gates are dropped down, one 
at a time, as each animal is walked into its stall, 
while the car is being loaded. The heads of the 
animals are between the stationary seo- 
tions, ao that * hook or quarreling 
about feed is effectually prevented. In 
front of the beasta, along the sides of the 
car, are continuous troughs for feed and water. 
The food, which may be cut feed or dry hay, is 
easily introduced from the outside by raising a 
hinged board that is upheld by a book while the 
food is being placed, and afterward dropped and 
fastened by another hook on the outside to pre- 
vent the food from being thrown out. The 
water is received through an aperture in the top 
of the car, and is conveyed directly to the 
troughs through pipes. When the train reached 
a feeding-st nthe cattle were first given ali 
the water théy would drink, as they bad been 
well fed before leaving Chicago, and then a lib- 
eral supply of feed was placed in the troughs, 
and the animals ate at their leisure as the train 
proceeded. By reason of all these conveniences 
the cars carried no dead weight in the shape of 
feed or water. a

for the stock was an essential to their healthy 
condition, and that speed could not be obtained 
without the service of a “train” brake, or, in 
other words, under the control of the eugineer.

THE GENTLE BICYCLE. 


Something About Its Cost and Increased 
Use. 

The recent exhibition of bicycling in this {city 
bas created a wood deal of interest in the sub- 
ject, anda TRIBUNE reporter took advantage 
ofan opportunity presented last evening to get 
some information from Mr. E. R. Drew, a promi- 
nent wheeiman of Boston. 

“ Wheels,” said he, have been in use in Ru- 
giand for fifteen years, and 300,000 people there 
ride on them. Over 100 factories are engaged 
in their manufacture, and fully 90,000 people 
make their living by working in them. 
There is only one manufactory in this country— 
that of Col. Pope, of Hartford, Coun., where 260 
men are employed and thirty wheels are turned 
outevery day. it was established in 1878, and 
last year the company sold 7,000 bicycles. There 
are now 200 clubs and at least 15,000 wheelmen 
in this country, 200 of them living herein Chi- 
cago. Owing to their experience with the 
old done-shakers,“ ? or wooden wheels, 
people were prejudiced against the bi- 
cycle, and it ulred a great effort 
and much time to overcome that prejudice. It 
is eradicated now, however, and there is no 
longer any fear of frightening borses. Learning 
to ride is very easy, and one goes along almost 
uncoasciously uf ter a little practice. Prominent 
men in all the cities have become experts. Ed- 
itors, clergymen, merchants, and lawyers can be 
seen riding out for exercise every fair day. All 
the muéscies in the body are brought 
into play, and the lungs are spe- 
cially benefited. In England it is 
a common thing for ali the employés of some 
factory to mount their wheels at noon, ride 
home to dinner, and return at 1 o'clock. The 
machines don’t cost as much there as here, 
but a good wheel can be obtained in this coun- 
try for $50. As I said, there is only one maker 
in the United States; but there are five or six 
importers in Eastern cities and severalynauu- 
factures of the toy machines. 


FOUR-FIFTHS OF ALL THE WHEELS 
in use here are what are known as the Colum- 


bia. There are three styles—the Expert.“ Spe- 
cial,’ and Standard.’ 


ey range iu size from 
thirty-six to sixty inches in diameter, and cost 
from $50 to $150. The highest priced ones are 
the ‘Expert,’ which are nickel-plated and finely 
finished. The company has $100,000 invested in 
the business, and within a yeur has been mak- 
ing a better wheel than any that comes 
from England, though a few poor prefer 
the English wheels simply use they 
are English, The price seems high, but it isn’t 
when you consider the care that has to be taken 
in making the wheels. The finest steel is used— 
steel differing from teat used for any other pur- 
pose, and no two parts are tempered alike. The 
backbone is drawn in one piece like a gun- 
barrel, and the wheel is made witb a 
view to lightness and durability. A pe- 
culiarity of the American machines 
is that the parts are interchangeable. If any- 
thing breaks a duplicate can be had by sending to 
the factory. You can’t do that if an English 
machine collapses. The league meeting the 
other day will add to the number of bicyclists 
all over the country, and especiaily iu this city, 
which is the best adapted of all the cities to 
ridmg. One can mount in front of bis 
door here, owing to the smooth streets, 
and ride where be pleases. That is out 
of the question in the East, where the streets 
are paved with cobbie-stones. Chicago will bea 
great wheelmen city before long. America bas 
not only beaten England in making bicycles, but 
an American bas made the fustest mile on rec- 
ord—2:36; and it is not improbable that there 
may be an international contest before long to 
see if we can’t score some more victories.”

THE SPLENDID USES TO BE MADE OF THE 
LATE JOSEPH F. ARMOUR’S CHARITABLE 
BEQUEST. 

The Trustees named in the will of the late 
Joseph F. Armour, in accordance with a provis- 
jou in the will and a bequest of $100,000 fora 
charitable mission school and church to be 
erected to the memory.of his first wife, Amelia 
G. Armour, have recently purchased the block 
bounded by Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth, Butter- 
field, and Dearborn streets, a tract of very near- 
ly four acres. Only $60,000 was to be 
used for the purchase of the land 
and the erection of the necessary buildings, 
and the remaining $40,000 was to be 
Pinvested in Government bonds, the interest on 
which was to form an endowment fund. Very 
shortly after Mr. Armour's death it was inti- 
mated that other members of the Armour fam- 
ily were disposed to add largely to this benevo- 
lent bequest, and such now appears to be the 
case. It was with this understanding, at all 
events, that so large a tract of land was pur- 
chased. For the purpose of ascertaining exact- 
ly what was intended a TRIBUNE reporter 
called last evening upon Mr. Philip 
D. Armour, who stated that the widow 
ot bis deceased brother was now in Europe 
for the purpose of looking over some of the in- 
stitutions of the kind in France and Enugiand, 
and no conclusion would be reached for some 
time yet, or at least until Mrs. Armour’s arrival 
home.

SOUTH CHICAGO, 

The Hon. William Aldrich, member of Con- 
gress from the First District, in a letter to a 
constituent, gives the following, statements con- 
cerning the South Chicago harbor and river 
appropriation: 

The prospects are that we will get only 
$20,000 for the harbor at South Chicago, and 
nothing for the river above the harbor. This is 
avery great wrong to us,and in comparison 
with what has been done for other rivers is 
simply outrageous. Congress has voted money 
every year for rivers of very little importance 
compared to this. Some ot them have bad ap- 
propriations for neariy twenty years, and yet 
this river of ours is of vastiy more importance 
to the manufacturing and commercial world. We 
shall get an appropriation for the further survey 
of the river into the State of indiana. Then 
another effort will be made to get justice done 
us. The vast sum of money that is required or 
demanded for appropriations upon the great 
rivers of the country seems to prevent the com- 
mittee from doing justice % the smaller ones. 
The Mississippi alone demands $5,000,000 or over, 
and the River and Harbor bill has already as- 
sumed such dimensions that the committee is 
afraid to iicrease the amount. I hope we will 
some time have a fair representawon on that 
committee trom the West, when we can expect 
better results.“

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were dull and strong till after noon, 
when quotations became more frequent and 
prices advanced lto3. There was a shipment 
of $250,000 of gold to France, although rates of 
exchange nominally declined. Money was easy 
at2 percent. OUrop prospects are reported good, 
and this may have helped the manipulators ip 
forcing the bears to cover. Some of the larger 
bears are reported to have sold heayily during 
the early part of last week, and yesterday's ad- 
vance is attributed to the manipulations of a 
powerful party to compel these bears to cover. 

At the close the market looked asif it would 
go higher today. 

Kiernan says: The situation appears to be bal- 
anced somewhat in this way: In favor of higher 
prices for stocks, eleven montns’ decline in 
prices, favorable crop prospects, surprising 
maintenance of railroad earnings West and 
South, easy money bere and abroad, prospective 
action by the Treasury, financial strength 
throughout the country: against higher prices 
for stocks, unfavorabie balance of trade, uncer- 
tainty about crops, effects yet to be realized oc- 
casioned by loss of crops last year and trunk- 
line war, widespread labor troubles, impaired 
confidence here and avroad, surrender of bank 
circulation, and depression in business. There 
areiotimations of a great raid to be made on the 
Vanderbilts this week. Raiding with evidences 
of good buying will not be a bad sign. It is un- 
derstood Secretary Folger contemplates making 
an important proposition in connection with the 
outstanding exteoded 6s. He has authority to 
extend these bonds for twenty-one years at 3 
per cent. It is believed this will be done, 
perhaps very soon, and thus provide a 
fairly cheap long bond with which banks 
can secure circulatiog, Bankers estimate that 
such a bond would command fully 5 per cent 
premium. About one-half of the New York, 
Chicago & St. Louis Road is completed. The 
other balf will be finished early in July. About 
75 locomotives are on side tracks; 2 are in use. 
A great many cars have been received. The ar- 
rangements with the Erie are considered good. 
Erie obtains a longer haul than on business 
given to the Chicago & Atiantic line. If there is 
to be any contest for control of Jersey Centra! 
it will have to be made soun, as the books close 
oo Friday. ‘The transfers up to Saturday night 
showed a small guin in holdings by the Gowen 
party. A Tennessee State official writes that 
the funding of the State debt will probably be 
done in New York, and that oflicials will be here 
this week to take charge of the matter. Hesays 
the refunding scheme will be sustained by the 
people of the State, and that no more trouble 
need be apprehended. It is stated on good au- 
thority that the Northern Pacific Company has 
nearly completed the pegotiation of $2,000,000 
bonds. 

Windsor Hotel gossip reports that Jay Gould 
was an out and out bull in his conversation with 
everybody, and he declared it was no time to sell 
anything. He strongly advised his friends to 
hold all of their stocks for a higher market, and 
was especially bullish on the Wabashes, Kansas 
& Texas, and Western Union, which latter he 
declared was going to par. The bulls on West- 
ern Union say this company is about to make 
another very favorabie quarterly statement, and 
that Gould now controls both lines, as the list 
of Directors just chosen for the Mutual Union 
plainly shows. A prominent Windsor bear is 
said to have covered up bis shorts and advised

ing because he had received news confirming 
the report from London that Gowen bad placed 
bis bonds, and under these circumstances he did 
not care to remain short of Reading.

The Lehigh Company 
bardly think the condition of trade will stand an 
advance immediately. The coal people say the 
threatened labqr troubles among the iron fur- 
naces are all th the bituminous districts, and 
not in the anthracite regions. It is reported 
that Roach’s ship-carpenters and other work- 
men at Castieton, Del., are threatening to strike. 
Roach says be will not advance wages. The 
Quintard iron workmen here tbreatep to go out 
next week. The company hope they will. be- 
cause trade is dull and unprofitabie, and they 
would like to shut down for two months. It 
is understood Gould bas a large interest in the 
Vulcan Iron-Works of St. Louis, which shut 
down Saturday. The Windsor party, who 
claim to know all about id say this will seri- 
ously lessen the business of the Missouri Pa- 
citie Railway. This party continues as bitterly 
bearish on the general market as ever, and are 
even fuller of predictions. They say the corn 
crop of the West is sure to be an utter failure: 
that the labor troubles will extend and con- 
tinue for months; there will be war in the East; 
there will be great depression here in the iron 
and coal industries, causing continuous liquida- 
tion at all prominent centres; and that the con- 
tinued heavy importations and light exports are 
of themselves causes for great distrust and 
alarm. This party is generally bullish on cot- 
ton, on reported weather damages, and is buy- 
ing the October options.

The Appellate Court Practically Closes 
Its Labors. 

The Appellate Court met yesterday, Judge 
McAllister being abseut, and announced opin- 
ions in a large number of cases. After doing 80 
Chief-Justice Wilson said there were seven cases 
still undecided which they had under advise- 
ment. in which decisions would be announced 
hereafter. There would. however, be no call 
until further notice. Nothing was said about 
adjournment or the question of the new ap- 
pointment of Judges. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the majority of the Judges are of the 
vopiuion that they have the power of holding over 
until the Supreme Court makes new appoint- 
metits, and that, though they do not have any 
further call, will not try to clear up all their 
business the day of the expiration of their term 
of oitice. There is also a rather widespread feel- 
lun that most, if not all, or the new Judges will 
be from Cook County.

Legal Requirements Necessary to 
Euable a Taxpayer to Beat an Illegal 
Tax. 

Among the cases decided yesterday by the 
Appellate Court was that of the City of Chicago 
against tne Fidelity Savings Bank. This wasa 
suit by the bank to recover money paid by it on 
an alleged illegal assessment for the taxes of 
ISG. The personal property of the bank was 
assessed by the South Town Assessors prior to 
the fourth Monday in June at $1,500, and this 
valuation was left unchanged by the Town 
Board, but was raised by the County 
Board Sept. 8 £1876, to $2,00. The 
State Board of Equalization raised this 55 per 
ceut, and the tax was paid April 20, 1877, and 80 
marked in the Collector's books. There was no 
evidenve of any demand of payment, nor was 
the payment accompanied with any protest, 
nor was there any proof that the money wus 
ever paid over by the Town Collector to the city. 
lt was claimed by the bank that the action of 
the County Board in reviewing the «assessment 
and increasing the amount to $25,000 was illegal 
and void, its power to make changes bemg Um- 
ited to assessments made after the fourth Mon- 
day in June; that the money was paid under 
compulsion, and that the Town Collector was to 
that extent the agent ot the city, so that pay- 
ment to him was payment to the city. 

Judge Wilson delivered a very able opinion in 
the case, hold that there were three condi- 
tions necessary toa liability to refund money 
paid for taxes. First, the tax must be illegal 
and void, not merely irregular. Second, it 
must have been paid under compulsion; and, 
lastiy, it must bave been paid over by the col- 
lecting ollicer and received to the use of the 
city. On such conditions the bank was not en- 
titled to recover. The several sections of the 
Revenue act onthe subject of the duties ot 
Town Collectors foll far short of creating the 
relaintiva of principal and agent between the 
city anda ‘Town Collector. A Town Collector 
was a town officer, not appointed by the city, 
nor acting under authority from it, or subject 
to it, when colleeting. taxes. He could 
not bind the city by any act 
or omission of his own. If, because 
he collected city taxes, he was an agent of the 
city, in like manner he was an agent of the 
State, county, school districts, ete., because be 
collected taxes for such organizations. ‘Tne po- 
sition such a Collector occupied wus that of a 
mere trustee, and in no proper sense that of an 
agent of the city. Heheid the money for the 
use of the city, and until it was paid over it was 
the Collector who held it, not the city. In an 
action for money had and received it was essen- 
tial to prove that the defendant bad actually ro- 
ceived the money, not that it was in the bands 
of a third party, and to be recovered by suit. 
Tbat bad not been shown in the present case. 

The pilaintif? also failed to show thé taxes 
were paid under compulsion. No demand for 
payment was made, nor any compulsory steps 
taken to enforce collection. The. offer to 
prove a demand by a notice in a& news 
paper was properly ruled out as not 
provided by statute. The only evidence on the 
point at all was the entry in the Collector's 
books, paid Aprii 20, 1877," and the fact that 
the warrant came into the Colicctor’s hand 
Marcb 5, 1877. It wasclaimed by the bank that 
as, under the statute, a Collector's warrant was 
a lien on the personal property of the taxpayer 
from the time it came into the Collevtor’s hands, 
such lien aloue constituted duress or its equiva-

THEN AND NOW. 


Chicago in 1832 and in 1882. 

Capt. Thomas S. Eells, one of the oldest of the 
oid settlers at the recent reunion in this city, 
has drawn the following contrast between tho 
Chicago of 1832 and that of 1882, which ap- 
pears in alate issue of tte Jacksonville (F la.) 
Union, where Capt. Bells is now living: 

Tu the Kditor of the Union: fn the fall of 1332, 
as the evening guu from Fort ru rever- 
berated over lake and irie, I landed at Chi- 
cago from 4 steamer from St. Joseph, Mich. 
having come from the bills ot New Engiand as a 
boy, seeking a home in the then far West. 

hen 1 landed there were only a few small 
frame houses on the north side of the Chicago 
River, and only one brick one and one alt- 
— buldms, which for some time was my 
ome. 

On the south side of the river were about fifty 
frame buildings. Chicago then had a la- 
tion of about 1,200 white men and 700 Indians. 
The smoke from their camp fires was seen ail 
around me. Away from the small town, pro- 
tected by Fort Dearborn, was one wild waste of 
prairie, inbabited only by Indians. I soon be- 
evame acquainted with the principal Chiefs and 
braves of the Pottawatumies and Chippewa 
Indians, and iu time learved their lauguage, and 
today cau speak it as fluently as I do the Eu- 
glish. Chicago was then in its intancy. | knew 
every person within 100 miles of Chicago: saw 
the first white woman who went to Milwaukee: 
prayers were said over her for ber safety: ladies 
rode to chureh ip ox carts; mud on the now prin- 
cipal streets was knee deep; to go out of town 
was considered hazardous, as the Biack Hawk 
war had just closed. Such was the condition of 
Chicago when | visited it hait a century ago. 

I left there in 1808, and after an absence of 
forty-three years | again visited Chicago. Mon- 
day, May 15, 1882, I entered Chicago in a palace 
car. For twenty miles before | arrived I found the 
country densely „ ei and towns in 


every direction. pufting of the engines was 
heard —- and going in every direction. As 
la Chicago, to my wonder and aston- 


ishment I found where once was oue wide prairie 
now covered with beautiful parks, immense ma- 
chine shops, factories of all kinds, marbie palace 
hotels., ali vying in spiendor and magnificence 
with any building in the world: warebouses 
and stores, gigantic in proportion, full of goods 
from all parts of the world. I heard the roar and 
tramp of the mighty mass of peopie who now in- 
babit the great and mighty City of Chicago. In 
1582, when I ianded, only 1,500 white people; now 
The rapid improvements were far be- 
youd my most sanguine ex 3; not a ves- 
tige Of old Chicago remains.

Hllinolis Names. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

The great Euglish dramatist bas the phrase. 
“A rose by any other name* would smell as 
sweet’’; but still what's in a name, especialiy in 
the sound of it, is after all a matter of some 
importance. The Americans have often been 
charged with remarkable poverty of invention 
in the matter of names, for most of those of 
ancient towns and cities have beeu repeated in 
our Own country. some of them scores of times, 
to the great confusion and disgust of all who 
would become acquainted with the geography 
ot our country. Fortuvately our city bas a 
name derived, like thousands of others, from 
the Indian. which, s0 far as we know, only a 
singie small town, somewhere west of us, bas 
dared to copy, calling itseif “New Chicago.“ 
It is to be hoped the philologists of that ambi- 
tious tuwn will give it a new christening, and 
— us to the sole enjoymentof our distinctive 
Utle. 

When tne Illinois Central Railway was sur- 
veyed through the grand prairie, bow to und 
names for the stations to be put some tweive or 
fifteen miles apart was a matter of considerabie 
difficulty, for no distinguished savage or learned 
pundit had lived at these convenient distances 
to become immortal by buving bis name at- 
tached to these embryo towns and cities. The 
late Joho Calhoun, at the time an oflicer—if we 
mistake not Land Commissioner—was with the 
engineers when locating the road. While en- 
joy me their siesta one day with only the prairie 


bounding tne horizon in all directions 
he and his (friend hit upon a happy 
and original expedient which solved the 


perplexing probiem without further trouble. 
“ You give me, said one to the other. two. not 
more than three consonants in any case, and al- 
low me to arrange them with any vowels I may 
select, and we will invent names from them. We 
will of course reject all that are not cuphonious 
and pleasant to the ear.“ The plan was at once 
adopted. T I.“ said his friend. Trans- 
posing them several times with various vowels, 
Tolono was the result—a very beautiful name. 
“G RN” came next, and, after a few trials, 
Onarga was selected. “N PT,” and Peotone 
was soon formed. How many more names along 
the Lllinois Central Railway were made iu the 
game way we know not, but several others, we are 
quite sure bad a similar origin. But, says one, 
these names do not mean anything. Originally, 
ot course, they did pot; but as soon as a town- 
site was located and called Onarga it did mean 
something, and a very beautiful, prosperous 
town itis. And so of the others. ese facts 
are authentic, as we often beard them from Mr. 
Calhoun himself; and though frequently urged 
to write them out, his modesty or pressing busi- 
ness prevented. How much better are these 
names than the string of repetitions one meets 
in New York, as Utica, Rome, Ithaca, Syracuse, 
and, for elegance and beauty, Horseheads and 
even Skaneateles. Illinois owes lasting gratitude 
to the memory of Mr. Calboun and his friend for 
her escape from such a calamity. b

SHOT TO DEATH. 
Reuben Lucas, the Choctaw, Pub- 


licly Executed in Indian Ter- 
ritory Yesterday. 


He Slaughtered a Companion 
While on a Journey and 
Buried Him. 


He Seemed to Be Willing to Die, Having 
Accomplished Some Secret 
Revenge. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lrrrie Kook, Ark., May 31.—An indian Terri- 
tory special says Reuben Lucas was shot near 
McCurtain’'s store, in Sans Bois County, Choctaw 
Nation, at 1 o’clock today. His crime was the 
murder of Thompson McKinney on the th of 
last December. Lucas passed a comfortable 
night and rose early, saying that he was ready 
to die, and was glad doomsday had come. At 
balf-past 12 everything was in readiness, and the 
doomed man was taken trom prison and led to 
the scene of execution, 200 or 300 yards distant. 
Here the preliminaries were quickly arranged, 
and the signal given, and at 1 o'clock the 
wretched culprit yielded up his life. He died 
easily, the executioner aiming accurately and 
making swift work of bim. Several hundred 
persons were present, many of whom were 
friends and reiatives of either Lucas or the man 
he murdered. No sympathy was manifested. 
Everything passed off quietly. 

THK MAN WHOM LUCAS MURDERED. 

Thompson McKinney, the victim of Reuben 
Lucas, was among the most prominent business- 
men inthe Choctaw Nation. He was a mer- 
chant and had an establishment at a little settie- 
ment known as Oklahoma, in the interior of the 
nation named. He was a half-breed, well con- 
nected, and highly respected, being regarded as 
an honest, capable, and enterprising business- 
man. He was not known to bave an eremy, and 
was thought to have just entered upon a career 
which would shortiy make him one of the 
wealthiest men in the Indian country. On the 
It of December be left Oklahoma, iutendiug 
to make a trip to a number of places on the bor- 
ders of Arkansas andin the adjacent county of 
Skullyville. He went first to Oak Lodge, in the 
nation, thence to Fort Smith. Ark., returning to 
the first-named place on the 20th of December. 
and stopping at the dwelling of Deputy-Sheriff 
Lewis Lucas, where he met Reuben Lucas, who 
was spending the holidays with bis cousin Lewis. 
McKinney bad brought some whisky with nim 
from tye Arkansas border, and the two Lucases 
and himseif purtook freely, but not to excess. 
After remaining two or three hours the mer- 
chant decided to visita mau who was indebted 
to bim and who lived some miles away. 


RIDING TO HIS DOOM, 


Reuben Lucas offered to aceompany him, and 
McKiavey pressed him to do so, saying, as THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent was informed, that he 
hud a preseutimeut of some kind of trouble, and 
would be giad to have assistance in the hour of 
peril. The men, mounted on ponies and well 
urmed, started from Lewis Lucas’ bouse, and, 
riding very swiftly, were soon lost to sight, being 
hidden from view by the thickets which bere 
and there lined the bleak highway across the 
desolate prairie. McKinney was never seen 
alive afterwards. Lucas returned alone to bis 
cousin's house in the course of a few bours, and 
reported that the merchant had concluded to 
spend the night with the - whom he went to 
see. Lucas himself was in a singular condition. 
He talked incoherently, betraved great agita- 
tion, and his clothes were disordered and stained 
witb blood. His plight aroused the suspicion of 
his cousin, and be at once charged him with 
having Killed his companion. A violent quarre! 
ensued, Reuben Lucas stoutliy denying the 
charge, and finally the men engaged in a fight, 
in which Lewis Lucas was the victor, Reuben 
being flung bleeding ana senseiess on the floor. 
Before the Deputy Sberiff could communicate 
his suspicions tu members of his household his 
fears were contirmed by the return of the pony 
which McKinney bad ridden, rideriess and witn 
the saddle clotted with biood. This circumstance 
excited general alarm. and the friends of the 
missing merchant were advised of his probable 
fate, while a large party of men began searching 
the surrounding country, boping to find a clew 
to his disappeurance, 


A GHASTLY FIND. 


Two days later the body was found! bidden in 
a ravine, some distance from the highway, and 
miles from human babitation. It bad been care- 
fully concealed, but the wind and rain bad 
biown and washed away the débris, partially ex- 
223 it. The body was frightfully mutilated. 
McKinney bad been apparently stunned by a 
blow in the head, and afterward literally butch- 
ered. Atiend incarnate could scarceiy have 
conceived a murder more diabolical and bilood- 
thirsty. Tbe mangied body recalied the horrors 
of an Apache massacre. The remains were 
buried with considerable ceremony at Oak Lodge 
in Choctaw Nation, the grave closing over them 
in the presence of a vast concourse of people. 
No tragedy occurring in the Indian country (so 
fruitful of deeds of violence) ever before at- 
tracted such widespread interest. Every detail 
in the horrible affair was dweit upon at length 
by the people, and for weeks nothing eise was 
talked of. 

A SELF-CONFESSED MURDERER. 

Meantime Reuben Lucas was a prisoner in the 
bouse of bis cousin. He made no attempt to 
escape, but seemed awaiting subsequent devel- 
opments. The evidence against him was purely 
circumstantial, no one having seen him siay 
McKinuey. But it was felt that nothing could 
save him, uniess abie counsel could be secured 
and uulimited means employed. Lucas was 
visited by bis friends. who desired to learn his 
views regarding his defense. He coolly in- 
formed them that be wanted nobody to defend 
him. “I killed him,” he added, “and I am 
willing to give up my life.“ In vain bis friends 
urged him to allow them to do something for 
him: be was inexorable, seeming to gioat over 
his prospective dvom. 

SENTENCED TO BE SHOT, 

The trial occurred at the May term of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Sans Bois County, Judge Rufus 
Fulsom presiding. It attracted more than or- 
dinary attention, the court-room being crowded. 
Perhaps no trial in the annalsof crime was 
ever as brief or dramatic. Lucas was brought 
into court and appearedatthe bar. When called 
on to enterapiea in the case he called out 


in a loud voice: “Guilty!” He then add- 
ed that be had only one indulgence which 
he hoped the Court would grant, and 


that was that he should suffer immediate death. 
Thus saying he sat down amid a profound si- 
lence. Judge Fulsom referred brietly to the 
crime and its awful atrocity, urged the prisoner 
to prepare for eternity. and added that the sen- 
tence of theC ourt wasjthat the prisoner should 
be taken from the Saus Bois County Jail thirty 
days hence, between the hours of sunrise and 
sunset, and shot to death! And with the words 
May God have mercy on your soul” ringing 
in their ears, the spectators left the court-room, 
while Lucas, betraying intense disappointment 
because Judge Fuisom had lengchened his days, 
was led back to prison, whence he was solemnly 
marched today to meet his doom. 
THE DOOMED MAN’S PHILOSOPHY. 

Since his incarceration Lucas gave the ruards 
and prison officials no trouble whatever. He 
showed no desire to escape, and, indeed, it is 

uestionable whether be would have quitted the 

ail bad the doors been thrown wide open. He 
was generally sullen, seemingly wrapped in 
thought, but at times be conversed freely, 
though briefly, with those about bim. Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent was told by one of the 
officials that the prison bad never before held u 
more philosophical murderer. “ What he be- 
lie ves he believes, and that’s the long and sbort 
of it,” said our informant. Onvone point Lucas 
was singularly Silent, and that was his encounter 
with McKinney. He refused to give any details 
of the dreadfui crime, or speak of the motive 
which prompted bim to take McKinney's lte. 
killed him,“ said he, when questioned on tbis 
point, “and when I'm shot the acvount will be 
squared.” This thoughtseemed to satisfy bim 
fully; and of a future life he never or rarely 
spoke. Throughout the trial and during his u- 
prisoument he exhibited neither fear, nor weak- 
ness, nor remorse. From the beginning to the 
end be was stuical and indifferent. 


A CHAPTER FROM LUCAS’ LIFE. 


Lucas was a full- blood Choctaw Indian. and 
was still young. His parents were respectable, 
and he was highly connected. Wulle he had 
been somewhat dissipated, his past life bad been 
comparatively free from crime or stain of any 
kind, and his acknowledgment of the murder 
of Tuompson McKinney surprised all who knew 
him. The motive of bis action is a mystery, he 
and bis victim being apparently friends. It was 
not insanity that drove him to it, for the murder 
was deliberately planned and carried out with 
horrible precision and effect. There seems in- 
deed no excuse for it; and it will be regarded as 
the most brutal and causeless that has ever 
occurred in the ladian country.
